Romulus city officials are 
confident that the first major 
city-wide infastructure con- 
struction and rebuilding prog- 
ram will begin this spring. 

Although proposals on these 
issues have yet to be approved 
in the Nov. 5 election, officials 
are looking forward to a posi- 
tive outcome at the polls. 

“We anticipate the approval 
of both these important propos- 
als,” stated Romulus Mayor 
Beverly McAnally. “Not only 
will the improvements im- 
prove the quality of life of our 
residents, they will lower the 
costs of car maintenance and it 
will encourage others to want 
to live in and invest in our 
city.” 


The two proposals will ask 
residents to approve bond 
issues for a total of 1.51 mills 
for road repair and storm drain 
improvement. 

A mill is $1 for every $1,000 of 
the State Equalized Value of 
the home. The SEV is equive- 
lant to one-half of the market 
value of the home. 

With the approval of these 
proposals, “...the taxpayer will 
get a real bargain,” McAnally 
said. “They will realize a bet- 
ter than four to one return on 
their investment because busi- 
ness and industry pays more 
than $4 for every one the resi- 
dent contributes.” 

That brings the cost for the 
improvements to an estimated 
$1 per week to the average 
homeowner with a house worth 
$50,000, according to Romulus 


Finance Director Donavon 
McGuire. 

If approved, officials said the 
process of planning for a new 
resurfacing and road recon- 
struction program will begin 
soon after the election. It will 
be the beginning of what many 
consider long-awaited im- 
provements for the city. 

“We have had to nickel and 
dime, and patch and scrape to 
try to provide decent roads for 


our residents and our drain 
efforts have been terribly time 
consuming with no real re- 
medies because we couldn’t 
afford to finish the job to make 
the drains work effectively," 
stated James Panos, director 
of public works. 

‘‘Some of our subdivision 
roads have deteriorated so 
badly in the past 15 to 20 years, 
they have to be virtually re- 
placed.” McAnally continued. 


“Special assessment was the 
only alternative we had until 
we began to think about a bond 
issue. 

McAnally said that after 
meeting with U.S. Secretary of 
Tranportation Samuel Skinner 
last year on issues related to 
road, drainage and economic 
development, she discovered 
that federal money is no longer 
available and help from 
Washington is a relic of the 
past. She said that Washington 
is now leaving it to the local 
governments to address the 
problems of deteriorating 
roads and drains and that is 
why the issue is being pre- 
sented. 

As far as Dennis Oakes, com- 
munity development director 
is concerned: “We have to be- 
gin to plan for the coming years 


and maintaining and impro- 
ving our infrastructure is 
where we have to start,” he 
said. “It is a priority for us to 
always strive to improve the 
quality of life of our residents 
and to ensure that the invest- 
ment we make is one that we 
can maintain and protect for 
the future. Having a dedicated 
source of funding will give us 
that insurance.” “We are all 
very excited about the pros- 
pects of finally having enough 
resources to maintain and im- 
prove all of our roads and 
drains without having to spe- 
cial assess property owners for 
the improvements,” McAnally 
said. 

With the approval of the 
November ballot issues, work 
on the improvement of the in- 
frastructure of Romulus could 
begin as early as next spring.

Slaying 
suspect 
on the 
loose 

A 17-year-old suspect, last 
at a Romulus party store, 
is being sought in the Oct. 9 
slaying of a Van Buren 
Township man in the Park- 
woods Apartment complex. 

An argument between the 
suspect, Damon Williams, and 
the victim, Daryl Wayne 
Breeden, 27, escalated into vio- 
lence and the suspect pulled a 
knife and stabbed the victim 
once in the chest, according to 
police reports. 

Breeden collapsed about 20 
yards from the scene of the 
stabbing. Police were called to 
the scene and the responding 
officers found the victim still 
alive, but bleeding profusely. 
Officers said the victim stop- 
ped breathing and efforts to re- 
vive him by cardiopulmonary 
resuscitation were not suc- 
cessful. 

Two hours later, Breeden 
was pronounced dead at Anna- 
polis Hospital in Wayne. 

After the attack, the suspect 
ran to the nearby Kirkridge 
Park Cooperative complex, 
and obtained a ride to a Romu- 
lus party store from a resident. 

A tracking dog led police to 
the Kirkridge apartment 
where Williams obtained his 
ride. At this time, police say 
that they have no reason to be- 
lieve that the driver of the car 
had any knowledge of the 
slaying.

materials incident should 
arise. 

‘‘Having the tank available 
will allow advanced respon*® 
ders an opportunity to see how 
tanks are put together so that

According to Andrew Such, 
executive director of the Michi- 
gan Chemical Council, the 
facility is the first one in the 
United States to be built with 
donations from private indus- 
try and then operated by the 
state government. 

‘‘When the governor (Gov. 
John Engler) announced his

all communities, according to 
officials. 

Is it economic development 
or urban sprawl? That is the 
question. 

“They call it an urban sprawl 
issue, but we in Romulus call it 
economic development,” said 
Romulus Mayor Beverly McA- 
nally, who also serves as CWW 
chairperson. “I know that as 
Detroit goes, so go all of us, but 
the (SEMCOG plan) provision 
that says we can’t develop until 
the city is revitalized is un- 
fair.” 

She explained that if officials 
were to count Romulus in as a 
urban community, the effects 
wouldn’t be so negative, but it 
were counted as an area within 
the urban sprawl, “...it’s bad 
news for us,” she said. 

“It could mean we may nev- 
er get state or federal assist- 
ance to take care of any of our 
needs. It would threaten home- 
rule to us and to several other 
communities and home-rule is 
precious to all of us.” 

So, the definition for the re- 
cent wave of economic growth 
in western Wayne County 
seems to depend on whether a 
community is part of it or apart 
from it. 

SEMCOG officials cited 
urban sprawl as the reason for 
the new approach to develop- 
ment in the seven-county area. 
The council opposes the con- 
struction of new infrastructure 
for development, while de- 
velopers bypass older com- 
munities where roads, sewers 
and utilities already are in 
place. 

A majority of those attending 
the Oct. 11 Conference of West- 


ern Wayne meeting seemed to 
favor the term “economic de- 
velopment” and turn thumbs 
down to a Michigan Council of 
Governments recommenda- 
tion that would prepare a mas- 
ter plan for development for 
the seven counties. 

“There are a lot of concerns 
about the implications of cen- 
tralized planning,” said CWW 
Executive Director Daniel Gil- 
martin. ‘‘An informational 
forum, hosted by SEMCOG, is 
planned at 7 p.m. Oct. 17 in 
Wayne. At this meeting, CWW 
elected officials and municipal 
staff members will have an 
opportunity to comment on the 
study and its conclusions and 
recommendations.” 

Although no formal action 
was taken on Friday to oppose 
the SEMCOG Regional De- 
velopment Initiative, many 
CWW members expressed 
their concern about the plan. 
They also opposed a proposed 
part of the RDI plan which 
would pool property taxes from 
the SEMCOG area and give 
SEMCOG the authority to dis- 
tribute them. 

McAnally said this municip- 
al tax sharing proposal would 
appealing to her community. 

“All of us who experience 
growth would have to share 
with other communities, but 
what about the bedroom com- 
munities - what do they have to 
share?” 

“It is very easy for old com- 
munities to look at the immedi- 
ate benefits, but we need to look 
at this a long way down the 
road, not just the first step It 
would make a pretty fun- 
damental change in govern- 
ment and the way people have 
or do not have a role in the deci- 
sion making. ” Yack said 
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feeling is that it would hinder 
the lifestyle of people in our 
city and cause problems within 
our community that’s already 
hindered by industry. 

“I say we look at the matter 
very cautiously and carry a big 
stick," he said. 

He believes a lot of planning 
and insurances would have to 
be made on the part of the sta- 
dium officials before residents 
of Romulus would concur to 
having Tiger Stadium within 
the city. He would also like to 
know how city services would 
be supported. 

“We’d have additional water 
and sewer demands, additional 
police demands and a need for 
additional other city services,” 
he said. “I’d want to know how 
those services would be pro- 
vided and whether or not there 
would be revenue for our city 
before I would agree to have it 
here.” 

Bergeron believes the sta- 
dium should stay in Detroit. 

“They're a struggling com- 
munity as it is and without Ti- 
ger Stadium they’ll really have 
a hard time,” he said. 

Councilman William Wads- 
worth agrees with Bergeron. 

“Personally, I think there’s 
enough planes, trains and auto- 
mobiles in Romulus and I’m 
not in favor of any type of tax- 
payer contribution. “Still, it 
would be up to the vote of the 
people and if they agreed. I'd 
look further into it but for now, 
I would just as soon see Tiger 
Stadium stay in Detroit.” he 
said. 

“I really don't think it will 
ever come to Romulus, 
though." 


Proper response to 
toxic spills taught

Although it may not be some- 
thing we often think about, 
hazardous materials are a part 
of our everyday lives and could 
pose a threat at any time. 

From household detergents 
and air fresheners to industrial 
chemicals and toxic waste, 
dangerous agents are always 
there posing a threat which 
could be deadly if individuals 
aren’t careful and aware. 

Affecting urban, suburban 
and rural areas, hazardous 
materials incidents can range 
from a chemical spill on a high- 
way to ground water con- 
tamination by naturally occur- 
ring methane gas. This may be 
especially true in the Romulus 
area, with its abundance of 
highways and the presence of 
the airport. 

According to officials at the 
city emergency managment 
department, knowledge of che- 
mical hazards, employee safe- 
ty training, proper use and 
storage of hazardous materials 
and proper emergency re- 
sponse actions will help mini- 
mize unnecessary incidents 
and exposure. They believe 
that the more individuals know 
about potential chemical 
hazards in your area, the better 
equipped you can be to make 
wise decisions about how 
hazardous materials and possi- 
ble incidents will be managed. 

Working diligently to 
address all issues regarding 
hazardous materials, city 
workers have identified facili- 
ties with extremely dangerous 
chemicals in their presence, 
and have worked with these 
facilities to train their em- 
ployees on what to do if there 
are any problems. 

In addition, the police and 
fire departments have been in- 
volved in training in order to 
know how to respond to these 
types of incidents. They have 
done exercises with all 
emergency responding agen- 
cies in the city, county and 


state, and have identified 
hazardous transportation 
routes and people who would be 
affected by the incident. 

They put together the follow- 
ing lists of emergency actions 
that Romulus families may 
want to consider: 

If told to protect breathing, 
take the following steps: 

-Cover your nose and mouth 
with a damp hankerchief or 
other cloth. 

-Close the windows and doors 
if you are in a building or cars. 

-Turn off heating, cooling or 
ventilation systems, such as 
windows or room fans. 

If you are told to take shelter 
in place: 

-Go inside if you are outside. 
When inside, stay there until 
local officials say you can leave 
safely. 

-Close all doors and windows. 

-To minimize exposure, turn 
off heating, cooling and ven- 
tilation systems such as win- 
dows or room fans. 

-Put out any fires and close 
dampers. 

-Do not use your fireplace. 

-Listen to local radio or TV 
stations for emergency in- 
structions and information. 

The Emergency Manage- 
ment Department also pro- 
vided this list of actions to 
avoid during community 
emergencies: 

1. Do not listen to rumors. 

2. Do not use the phone. Lines 
will be needed for official 
emergency business. 

3. Do not go to the school to 
pick up your children unless 
specifically instructed. They 
will be safe with school officials 
who are prepared to take care 
of them. Should you try to go to 
their school, it may only cause 
traffic problems and hamper 
the actions school officials 
need to take. 

If you have any further ques- 
tions regarding hazardous 
materials or actions which 
should be taken in case of an 
emergency, call the Romulus 
Emergency Management 
Office or the Fire Department 
at 941-8585. 


Police continue 
to patrol protest

Romulus police were again 
among approximately 100 
officers and 200 demonstrators 
who squared off at 11 a.m. Sun- 
day in front of the newly opened 
Cracker Barrel Restaurant on 
the Interstate-94 service drive, 
and disbursed without major 
incidents two hours later. 

For the third time since the 
Sept. 30 opening of the Cracker 
Barrel Restaurant, gay rights 
activists and allied groups de- 
monstrated against the alleged 
anti-homosexual hiring prac- 
tices of the newest restaurant 
in the 106-store chain. 

Although no one will specu- 
late how long the demonstra- 
tions will continue. Van Buren 
Township Supervisor David 
Jacokes said, "If they’re here, 
we’ll be here.” And as long as 
they’re needed, so will the 
Romulus Police. 

“We’ll just continue to do our 
job and hope that a peaceful re- 
solution can occure,” said 
Romulus Lt. Eric Painter. 

Until that occurs. Van Buren 
Township police officers and 
their allies will continue to ful- 
fill their obligation to provide 
protection to all parties in- 
volved in the dispute, the 
township supervisor said. 


In an Oct. 11 report to the 
18-member Conference of 
Western Wayne, Plymouth 
Township Police Chief Carl 
Barry updated city managers 
and mayors about the role of 
the mutual aid officers in the 
demonstration. 

Barry, representing the 
Western Wayne County Police 
Chiefs Association, reported 
that up to Sunday, 218 Mutual 
Aid Pact officers worked a totr 
al of 1,228 hours during the two 
previous demonstrations» 
According to terms of the 
Mutual Aid pact, each com- 
munity bears the cost of send- 
ing its own officers to the aid of 
other departments. 

“There needs to be a resolu- 
tion to the situation. Our duty in 
the meantime is to protect the 
peace and preserve law and 
order. We must keep the three 
groups - gay rights activists, 
anti-gays and residents - sepa- 
rate,” Barry told the CWW 
members. 

“Under the terms of the 
Mutual Aid Pact, each com- 
munity is obligated to provide 
officers at their own expense," 
Jacokes said. “I feel the other 
communities understand our 
problem and will stick with us 
as long as we need additonal 
help." 
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tinuing stint operation to rid 
the city of prostitutes and 
drugs.” 

The target of the sting opera- 
tion Thursday night were the 
johns , police said. They said 
that all 11 suspects were resi- 
dents of neighboring communi- 
ties. 

“None of the 1 1 were from In- 
kster," Colwell said. “It is an 
ongoing problem - persons 
from other communities com- 
ing to Inkster to commit 
crimes,” Colwell said. "And 
we are going to put a stop to it 

"We have also confiscated 
the suspects' vehicles.” he 
added. 

The men were arrested after 
they approached undercover

acts. Fees offered for the sex 
acts were between $20 to $30, 
according to police reports. 

Along with the three West- 
land and four Romulus men, 
the suspects gave addresses in 
Livonia, Trenton and Taylor. 

“This undercover sting op- 
eration will continue until these 
people realize that if they come 
to this city to violate the law, 
they will be arrested.” 

Last month. 27 prostitutes 
and their johns were arrested 
by Inkster police in a similar 
stint operation. 

Councilman Anderson Cz 
Young, a former Inkster police 
chief, applauded the depart- 
ment’s efforts “to clean up the 
city 

"As the police records show, 
these are not local people but 
residents of the neighboring 
communities who are coming 
in here and looking for illegal 
activities.”

While many people’s attention was elsewhere, 
Michigan credit unions have been one of the 
stories of our era. 



Despite turmoil in almost ev- 
ery aspect of the financial 
world. Michigan credit unions 
have met the economic ehal- 
legnes of the last decade and 
continued their quiet success 
and stability. 

“It’s the old tale of the tor- 
toise and the hare.” said Ke- 
nyan E. Bixby, president and 
chief executive officer of the 
Michigan Credit Union 
League. “While many people’s 
attention was elsewhere, 
Michigan credit unions have 
been one of the success stories 
of our era.” 

Membership in Michigan 
credit unions reached an his- 
toric high of more than 3.6 mil- 
lion people, indicating that 
more than one out of every 
three people in Michigan is a 
credit union member. Credit 
union assets continued thier 
pattern of steady growth, pas- 


sing the $11 billion mark last 
year compared with $4 billion 
and the end of 1980. 

“The hallmark of this growth 
is that it is accompanied by 
security,” Bixby said, "as cre- 
dit unions grew, so did their 
capital.” The capital-to-asset 
ratio for Michigan credit un- 
ions at the end of 1990 was a 
solid 8.7 percent. "That is with- 
out risk- weighting the ratio,” 
added Bixby. “If credit unions 
loan and investment portfolios 
were risk-weighted, that ratio 
would be even higher," he said 


Credit unions have tradi- 
tionally maintained very con- 
servative loan portfolios. Year- 
end figures show that only one 
half of one percent of Michigan 
credit union loans were in the 
commercial category. Home 
mortgages accounted for 23.3 
percent, auto loans 36.2 percent 
and other consumer lands 40.1 
percent. 

According to Bixby, “This 
sort of lending is a direct result 
of the unique nature of credit 
unions as not-for-profit finan- 


cial cooperatives that exist to 
serve their members instead of 
to make profits. Our members 
don’t need their credit unions to 
invest in leveraged buy-outs, 
corporate takeovers, third- 
world debts or junk bonds. 
They need homes, cars and 
personal loans so that’s what 
credit unions do.” 

That unique nature is re- 
flected in the fact that Michi- 
gan credit unions have more 
active volunteers (7,965) than 
either full-time or part-time 
employees (6,6687 and 1,779 re- 
spectively). A hefty majority of 
Michigan credit unions (almost 
50 percent) have membership 
based on occupation. Of the re- 
mainder, nearly 24 percent are 
based on associations such as 
churches or associations while 
the remaining 18 percent are 
based on communiteis or mul- 
tiple groups. 


Make consumer complaints count 


If you’re not happy with a 
product of service, do you com- 
plain? Most consumers don’t, 
and that is a mistake, accord- 
ing to Everbody's Money, the 
consumer magazine for credit 
union members published by 
the Credit Union National Aso- 
ciation (CUNA). 

Some companies do pay off, 
the magazine says, “all it takes 
is perseverance and a little 
know-how.” 


Some comapnies offer toll- 
free numbers for customer 
assistance. Using a customer 
assistance service can be 
quick, easy and effective way 
to resolve minor problems. 

When dealing with less soph- 
isticated companies or a more 
complex problem, however, 
you may need other methods to 
get action. Here are the steps to 
take: • Go back to the place of 
purchase. “Calmly and polite- 


ly identify the problem and how 
you would like it handled. If the 
person you speak to doesn’t 
have the power to help, ask for 
the supervisor or manager. “A 
friendly and positive approach 
is the key.” 

• Bring along any evidence 
that might be helpful in pre- 
senting your complaint, such 
as the product itself of a photo. 
Also have your sales receipt, 


canceled check, repair or ser- 
vice order, warranty and other 
pertinent documents. 

• The majority of complaints 
are settled at the store level. If 
the merchant doesn’t address 
the problem, go to the next 
step. 

• Contact the company 
directly. Move up the ladder. 
Get in touch with the national 
headquarters of the retail out- 
let or the manufacturer of the

• Write the company presi- 
dent. Describe the problem 
you’re having with the product 
and what steps you’ve taken to 
date to have it remedied. Ex- 
plain what solution you're 
seeking, whether repair, re- 
placement or refund. Include 
all pertinent information and 
photocopies of documents. Ask 
for a reponse within two or 
three weeks. 

If you don’t receive a re- 
sponse within the requested 
time, send another copy of your 
letter with a short cover note. 
Explain that if your complaint 
doesn’t receive prompt atten-, 
tion, you’ll pursue the matter 
with a third party. 

As an alternative, you may 
want to telephone the company 
directly. Ask the company 
switchboard operator for the 
name of the person who can 
help you, and the name of that 
person’s boss. Keep moving up 


the chain of command until you 
get somebody who’s willing to 
act. 

• If these steps fail, enlist the 
aid of third parties. Start with 
the trade association of the in- 
dustry to which the firm be- 
longs. If the association can’t 
help you, turn to your local Bet- 
ter Business Bureau or your 
state consumer protection 
agency. 

• As a last resort, consider 
small claims court. If your loss 
is greater than the limit for 
small claims court, you may 
want to hire an attorney. Of 
course, you should weigh the 
cost of court action against the 
benefits. 

Most companies want satis- 
fied customers, and .the 
chances are your complaint 
will get a response. Companies 
know that a customer whose 
complaint is handled effective- 
ly often becomes a more loyal 
customer.

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Save money with short-term auto loans 


In buying a car, a small down 
payment or nothing down at all 
along with low monthly car 
payments are appealing. 

But they require stretching 
out the car loan, which can cost 
you hundreds of dollars in ex- 
tra interest over the life of the 
loan, according to Everybody’s 
Money, the consumer maga- 
zine for credit union members 
published by the Credit Union 
National Association. 

Many car buyers finance 
vehicles for five to seven years. 
Not only does this mean extra 
interest, the buyer may still 
owe money on the old vehicle 
when he or she wants to trade it 
in for a new one. In fact, the 


buyer may owe more on the old 
car than it’s worth as a trade- 
in, and end up having to refi- 
nance part of the old loan.

Credit unions offer full range of services to membership 
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Since the first credit unions 
opened in the early 1900s in the 
United States, they have con- 
centrated on being the best 
possible places to save and bor- 
row for the average consumer. 
The emphasis has always been 
on member thrift, instead of in- 
stitutional profit, so they can 
offer low-interest loans and a 
high rate of return on savings. 

In recent years, credit unions 
have begun moving beyond the 
traditional saving and lending 
services. Some now offer the 
most modern financial ser- 
vices available anywhere, such 
as IRAs, certificates of deposit, 
money orders, credit and debit 
cards, automated teller 
machines, home mortgage 
loans and financial planning 
programs. 

Not every credit union offers 
every type of service. This de- 
pends on the needs of the mem- 
bership and the credit union’s 
physical capacity to adminis- 
ter various programs. Because 


credit unions are cooperatively 
owned and democratically con- 
trolled, members participate 
directly in choosing the prog- 
rams that will best suit their 
needs. The following services 
are typical of those offered by 
most credit unions: 

• Loans Everyone needs a 
loan at one time or another, and 
credit unions have traditional- 
ly been recognized as a good 
place to get one. Interest rates 
are typically as low or lower 
than those of other lenders, and 
it’s often easier to get a loan at 
a credit union because consid- 
eration is given to the borrow- 
er’s character and ability to re- 
pay, instead of just the collater- 
al available. Many credit un- 
ions also provide Loan Protec- 
tion insturance at no additional 
cost. This insurance pays off a 
member’s outstanding loan ba- 
lance should he or she die or 
become permanently disabled. 

• Savings Credit unions help 


members save to achieve their 
financial goals. Most offer sav- 
ings plans that may include 
passbook accounts, money 
market accounts, certificates 
of deposit, individual retire- 
ment accounts (IRAs), Christ- 
mas, vacation and educational 
accounts, etc. Interest rates 
are always competitive and 
often exceed those of other 
financial institutions. Savings 
are safe because deposits in 
nearly all credit unions are in- 
sured up to $100,000 by an agen- 
cy of the state or federal gov- 
ernment. 

• Payroll deduction Nine out 
of 10 credit unions offer this 
handy service which enables 
members to have regualr sav- 
ings deposits or loan payments 
deducted directly from their 
paychecks. It’s a painless, con- 
venient way to save. 

• Share draft accounts These 
are interst-paying checking 
accounts similar to the NOW 


accounts offered by other in- 
stitutions. However, a share 
draft account usually has a 
lower service fee (if any) or a 
lower minimum required ba- 
lance than a NOW account. 

• Direct deposit This enables 
members to have their 
paychecks, social security 
checks or other types of regu- 
lar payments deposited direct- 
ly into their credit union 
account. It’s a great conveni- 
ence that means no more lost 
checks, no more standing in 
line, no forgotten deposit- 
s...and the money starts earn- 
ing interest immediately. 

• Education and counseling 

Credit unions exist to help pro- 
vide for the financial well- 
being of their members, so 
many offer financial planning 
to achieve specific goals. These 
goals may include retirement 
planning or saving for chil- 
dren’s education. 


•Other services Many credit 
unions offer additional ser- 
vices such as home mortgage 
loans, credit and debit cards, 
safe deposit boxes, automated 
teller machines and personal 
insurance services. It all de- 
pends on the size of the credit 
union and the wants and needs 
of its members. 


Credit unions believe the 
average consumer deserves as 
good a shake as the person with 
lots of money. They know that 
consumers today need more 
than just loans and a place to 
save, so they’re working hard 
to serve those needs in the best 
way possible, a spokesman 
said. 


Common questions about credit unions 


r--, 


Questions and answers about 
Michigan Credit Union. 

• Isn’t a credit union the same 
as a bank? 

No. A bank is a commercial 
business established in order to 
make money from customers 
to produce profits for stockhol- 
ders. A credit union is a not-for- 
profit cooperative established 
to meet the financial needs of 
members. All members have 
one vote each in the coopera- 
tive, regardless of how much or 
little money they have in their 
accounts. Credit unions are 
often able to provide financial 
services in a very cost effective 
manner. 

• 7Do credit unions pay 
taxes? 

Yes. Credit unions pay a 
variety of local taxes, service 
fees and other costs. In addi- 
tion, credit union members pay 
personal taxes on the dividend 
(interest) they receive. In that 
credit unions do not make pro- 
fits, they do not have any pro- 
fits on which to pay taxes. 

• Are Michigan credit unions 
federally insured? 

Yes. Every single Michigan 
credit union, whether state 
chartered or federally char- 
tered, is insured by the federal 


government through the 
National Credit Union Admi- 
nistration (NCUA). 

• Are Michigan credit unions 
safe? 

Yes. Michigan credit unions 
are among the most secure 
financial institutions in the na- 
tion. Only one half of 1 percent 
of credit unions are for com- 
mercial purposes. The other 
99.5 percent are in home mort- 
gages, car loans and small con- 
sumer loans. 

• Can anyone join a credit 
union? 

No. One must be part of a 
common bond that makes up 
the field of membership served 
by a credit union. However, 
most people may qualify for 
credit union membership 
though their work, church, 
association or community. 
More than 3.6 million people in 
Michigan belong to credit un- 
ions, which means more than 
one out of every three citizens 
are members. The largest 
Michigan credit union has 
more than 100,000 members 
while the smallest has fewer 
than 100. 

• What are some of the advan- 
tages of using a credit union? 


Credit unions exist to serve 
their members and surveys 
have repeatedly shown credit 
union members to be more 
satisfied with the service they 
receive than are bank and S & L 
customers. Members have the 
power to direct credit union 
policy and even replace the 
board of directors if they 
choose. As a result of seeking to 
serve their consumer mem- 
bers instead of profiting from 
them, credit unions usually 
charge lower rates for loans, 
credit cards, checking (share 
draft) and other services and 
often offer higher interest on 
savings. 

• How is a credit union gov- 
erned? 

Members elect a volunteer 
board of directors, which sets 
the policies of the credit union. 
In small credit unions, the 
elected treasurer often acts as 
manager while volunteers car- 
ry out the various functions of 
the organization. Larger credit 
unions hire professional; staff 
to run day-to-day operations 
for the institution. The credit 
union stages an annual mem- 
bership meeting each year and 
each adult member, regard- 
less of how much money her^>r 


she may have in the credit un- 
ion, has one vote.

Weight Loss Surprises Researchers 


WASHINGTON -A nutrition orga- 
nization was hopeful that a nutri- 
tionally complete “hi-tech" food tab- 
let would help erase world hunger 
problems, until a study revealed that 
one of the ingredients could cause 
significant weight loss.

Like Bedell and other educators, we can only await the 
outcome of the proposal and hope that the greater good for all 
will be served.

Also new for ‘92 
are color-keyed bodyside mold- 
ings on the standard, LX and 
Sport models and full-width 
tail-lamp illumination. In addi- 
tion, there are four new ex- 
terior colors-Cayman Green, 


Dark Plum, Opal Grey and Sil- 
ver Metallic. 

The standard 3.8-liter, V-6, 
seqential electronic fuel- 
injected engine will continue as 
the base powerplant for the 
Thunderbird LX while a 200- 
horsepower, 5-liter V-8 is stan- 
dard on the Sport model. A 210- 
horsepower, 5-liter 3.8-liter su- 
percharged V-6 engine is stan- 
dard on the Super Coupe. 

“Thunderbird’s high level of 
standard equipment and super- 
ior ride and handling make this 
car very appealing to drivers,” 
said Ross H. Roberts, Ford 
Motor Company vice president 
and Ford Division general 
manager. ‘‘If there’s one no- 
tion that’s central to all Thun- 
derbirds, it’s the idea that this 
is a driver’s car. This special 
appeal has always been part of 


Thunderbird-going back to the 
first two-seaters.” 

The standard and LX models 
include a four-speed automatic 
overdrive transmission, air 
conditioning, tinted glass, a 
full-length console with floor- 
mounted shift, power front- 
disc brakes, power rand-and- 
pinion steering (speed sensitive 
on LX, Sport and Super Coupe), 
and a four-wheel independent 
suspension. A vehicle mainte- 
nance monitor is offered as an 
option on all models. 

Standard on SuperCoupe are 
anit-lock brakes, an adjustable 
suspension, articulated sport 
seats and a performance ana- 
log instrument cluster. 

Since its introduction in 1955, 
Thunderbird has been among 
the best-selling sports coupes 
in America. Roberts noted.
